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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14 was filed in this 
application after a decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but 
before the filing of a Notice of Appeal to the Court of Appeals for the Federal Circuit or 
the commencement of a civil action. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14 and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, the appeal has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114 and prosecution 
in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 12/6/2010 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2, 4-1 8, 28-31 , and 34-36 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or suggest a method for producing a film by decomposing a precursor in 
the presence of a substrate, wherein the precursor is 1 -methyl, 1 '-ethyl ruthenocene, 
the decomposition is conducted in the presence of a solvent fluid, and the film includes 
ruthenium or ruthenium oxide. Applicant's data shows that 1 -methyl, 1 '-ethyl 
ruthenocene, which is less bulky and has a lower molecular weight than 1 ,1 '-diethyl 
ruthenocene, nonetheless exhibits superior properties and has a higher vapor pressure 
than 1,1 '-diethyl ruthenocene (Example 10), which runs counter to Okamoto's teachings 
that higher molecular weight and higher vapor pressure yield improved properties. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."

Claim 2: A process for producing a film, comprising the step of decomposing 
at least one precursor in the presence of a substrate, wherein the decomposition is 
thermal, chemical, photochemical, or plasma-activated, and said precursor is 1 -methyl, 
1 '-ethyl ruthenocene [[.]L thereby forming a film on the substrate; wherein the 
decomposition is conducted in the presence of a solvent fluid; and wherein the film 
includes ruthenium , osm i um or i ron metal [[,]] or ruthenium oxide , osm i um ox i do, or i ron 

Please cancel claims 3, 20-25, 32, and 39.
